REMARKS. 



iiiE returns for the second year show a decided improvement, 
in many respects, over those of the first year. In December last, 
a circular of instructions was issued and sent to the clerks in the 
several towns. The result has been that the returns are more uni- 
form and complete. The facts seem to have been more carefully 
collected and more fully and clearly reported. A few of the towns, 
however, did not report as fully as the year before, probably 
from mere carelessness. Nearly all the town clerks sent in returns 
of some sort. A small number wrote that they were unable to 
make them, as none were made by the district clerks ; and a very 
few paid no attention whatever to the subject. The aggregate 
population, of the towns from which no returns were received, 
is less than half that of the towns not heard from last year. 

It is much to be regretted that the first report was not printed in 
season to be sent to the different towns before they were obh'ged to 
make their returns, since if they could see some result of their pre- 
vious labors, and know that their work is of practical consequence, 
they would probably exert themselves more assiduously. 

It is desirable that the clerks should be more prompt in making 
their returns. The time fixed by the statute must certainly give 
opportunity for all to complete their records and send the copies to 
the State department. On the other hand the period from the time 
when the returns are due until the session of the Legislature is 
scarcely suflScient to make the proper abstracts, and afterwards study 
them with such care as to make the report as valuable as it might 
be. But when a delay is made of one and two months, (and even

more was made by some towns) the labor of constructing the tables 
is very much increased. And not only this, but no results can bo 
obtained until so late that the necessary time cannot be found to 
mature and render available for valuable purposes any conclusions 
which might be drawn from them. 

Although the returns were much more complete in detail, this 
year than last, yet they were not much more full. Not many more 
births, marriages or deaths were recorded, but the records were more 
complete, in that fewer blanks were left in the columns of sex, pa- 
rentage, nativity, age, &c. Yet very great deficiencies exist this 
year in this respect. 

When the importance of registration shall be more generally 
appreciated in this State, we hope to have more complete and full 
details. There seems to be no good reason why our State should 
fall behind other States and countries in this respect. We claim as 
much general intelligence, and civilization, as good government and 
as much obedience to law as any, yet other communities " do require 
and obtain a registration of similar facts with reliable accuracy and 
completeness." 

The tables and abstracts will of course have an appearance of 
sameness from year to year, since it is desirable to have a uniformity 
in the reports that their value may annually be augmented as the 
materials accumulate. In the first table, the general abstract, the 
ratio of the births and marriages, to the population, given in the 
first report, have been omitted in this. The ratio of deaths to the 
population is given in percentage, instead of by the thousand as 
last year; the only diflFerence being that the decimal point is removed 
one place to the left. 
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POPULATION. 

Considering how important an element, iu any computations con- 
nected with births, marriages and deaths, is a correct knowledge of 
the population, it is very much to be regretted that the only means 
available in this State is the United States Census, taken eight 
years before these facts were collected. Incorrect as must be any 
deductions made fi'om such imperfect data, they are still of sufficient 
importance to warrant making comparisons and computations, bear- 
ing in mind continually the allowances necessary to be made on 
account of errors from this source. The population of our State, 
however, does not change as rapidly as in many others. Hence in 
some computations the errors are not of such magnitude as to be of 
considerable consequence. 

It is probable that there has been, in the State as a whole, a 
small increase from year to year, since 1850. Taking the average 
of increase for the twenty previous years as a fair standard for 
estimating that of the past eight years, it is reasonable to suppose 
that this State contained in 1858 about 328,000 inhabitants. 

Vermont, as shown in the report for 1857, has an excess of 
females, increasing from year to year ; differing in this respect from 
all the New England States, except Maine. 

As mentioned also in the first report, the productive part of com- 
munity in this State, is considerably less than that of Massachusetts, 
while it precisely equals that of England. The number of children 
under fifteen years of age exceeds that of Massachusetts, but falls a 
trifle short of that of England. The aged are considerably more 
numerous in this State than in Massachusetts, and very slightly 
more so than in England. 

These places stand as follows : In every 10,000 of the popula-

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Hence in any computations into which the ages of the living pop- 
ulation enter as important elements, it is more just to compare this 
State with England than with Massachusetts. But when locality, 
climate, habits, &c., are of the most consequence, comparisons with 
Massachusetts are more reliable. 

England and Massachusetts are often referred to in these reports 
because they are in so many respects similar to Vermont, rendering 
comparisons more trustworthy, and in addition to this, they have 
eflScient and valuable registration laws in operation. 

About seventy-two per cent, of the population of Vermont are 
natives of the State, while only about sixty per cent, of the actual 
natives of this State, still reside in Vermont. 

The proportionate distribution of the population within the State 
has probably changed considerably. Some towns have undoubtedly 
diminished in numbers. Many remain nearly the same. The greater 
nnmber have probably increased somewhat. While a few, and these 
generally the larger towns, have added largely to their population. 

Rutland has probably increased more than any other town. By 
a census, taken two years since, by the authorities of that town, it 
then contained about 8,000 inhabitants, having more than doubled 
since 1850. This would change the rate of mortality from 2.85 
per cent, as given in table I, page 13, to 1.33 per cent; or from 
one death in 35 to one in 75 persons. 

Another source of error is the variation of town lines, by which 
population is added to one town while it is taken from another. 
These changes will be noticed from time to time, after another census 
shall furnish the means of greater accuracy. 

Such errors affect mainly single towns and are at present una- 
voidable. 
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BIRTHS. 

There were reported in this State 6,477 births during the year, 
exclusive of the stillborn. This exceeds, by 119, the number 
recorded the previous year. It is undoubtedly not over two-thirds 
of the actual number born. Since the producing part of our com- 
munity is the same as in England, we ought, unless some other effi- 
cient cause operates to prevent, to have about the same proportion 
of births. But in England one birth occurs among every thirty- 
one persons, whereas our returns show only one among every forty- 
nine. If we suppose the 6,477 births returned to be one-half of 
the actual number, it would still give only one among every thirty- 
three persons. 

Ser. — The sex was not given in 41 cases. Of the remainder, 
3,294 were males and 3,142 were females. There were 152 more 
boys than girls. In Addison County there was an excess of 22 
females, in Caledonia County an excess of 15 females, in Essex and 
Lamoille Counties the males and females were exactly equal, exclud- 
ing one birth in Lamoille County, the sex of which was not given. 
In all the other Counties the males were in excess. 

The preponderance of males is less than it was the previous year, 
and the same was found to be true in a still greater degree, in Mas- 
sachusetts. In every 100 children born, there were in —

The records of *^ several diflFerent Cities and States of the Union, 
also those of England, France, Belgium, Sweden, Norway, Russia, 
Prussia, Austria, Saxony, and other foreign countt-ies, covering 
upwards of one hundred million births, show 1,073 boys to 1,000 
girls. Over one million of recorded births in the United States 
show 1,066 boys to 1,000 girls. The records of Massachusetts 
alone for thirteen yeara, 1845-57, give only 1,054 boys to 1,000 
girls." {Sixteenth Registration Report^ Mass. Ib67.) In ICiSS 
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the ratio in Massachusetts stood 1,036 boys to 1,000 girls. In this 
State the ratio in 1857 was 1,069 boys to 1,000 girls. For 1858 
it stands 1,048 boys to 1,000 girls. 

The causes of these differences in the proportion of the sexes, in 
different countries, and in different years, are interesting subjects 
for investigation. At present they can be only matters for specu- 
lation. 

Season, — It is undoubtedly true that season has a decided influ- 
ence upon the number of births. By table II, page 20, it will be 
seen that December was the most fruitful month, October the next, 
and February the least so. In 1857 October was the most fruitful, 
December next, and January the least. In most places there are 
more births during the first than in the last half of the year. In 
this State, there were during the 

First Quarter, 1,421 births. 

Second " 1,578 •• 

Third »* 1,691 «* 

Fourth •« 1,736 " 

Perhaps a part of the increase in numbers, from the beginning to 
the close of the year, mq,y be owing to the fact that the records are 
made only at the end of the year, and many more omissions occur 
in the early months, they being more likely to be forgotten. 

Pleurality Births, — There were 148 children born in couplets, 
including thirteen that were stillborn. Of the women bearing chil- 
dren, about one in 86 had twins. There were three sets of triplets 
reported. One in Orleans County, females, stillborn. One set in 
Rutland County, a male, lived four days, a female, five days, the 
other, a female, was living when the record was made. One set in 
Windsor County, a male and two females, all living. There was 
one case of triplets among each 2,132 childbearing women. 

Illegitimate Births. — These were probably not very fully re- 
ported. Supplement B, table 11, page 23, shows their number and 
distribution. Includmg Ihe stillborn, there was one illegitimate child 
among every 108 born. Massachusetts reports one in 146, Eng- 
land one in 16. 

Parentage, — In the preceding tables only the birth place of th« 
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father has been noticed. This was not given in 635 cases. Of the 
remainder 4,359 had American, and 1,583 foreign fathers. Com- 
paring these with the native and foreign population, we find that 
the ratio is 1.55 per cent, for the American, and 4.69 per cent, for 
the foreign population. One birth occurred among sixty-four Amer- 
icans, and one among twenty-two foreigners, showing the foreign 
population to be much the most prolific. This difierence, however, 
may perhaps in part be accounted for by the greater increase of for- 
eign population. 

Slillborn, — ^In 1857 but few of these were recorded. They were 
included in the tables, both among the births and deaths. In this 
report they are not tabulated with either ; except in the tables VII. 
and VIII. The number registered during 1858^ was 147. This 
would give one for every forty-four living children born. In Mas- 
sachusetts one is reported for every forty-nine children born alive. 
There were 71 males and 50 females, the sex of the remainder not 
being reported. This excess of males corresponds with the records 
of other places, *'and in connection with the fact that there is a 
decided preponderance of males in the deaths at very early ages, is 
significant of the relative powers of vitality in the sexes on enter- 
ing independent life." 



MARRIAGES. 

More improvement in the returns of marriages is perceptible than 
in those of births or deaths. In 1857 comparatively few gave the 
ages or the conditions of the persons married. The returns are 
also more full as well as more complete in detail, nearly twenty per 
cent, more cases being returned than in the previous year. 

There were reported for the year 2,315 marriages, being 374 
more than last year. Comparing this with England where the mar- 
riagable portion of community bears the same ratio as in this State, 
our returns give one marriage among each 141 of the population, 
while England gives one for every 123 persons. Hence we may 
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infer that the reports are not yet full, although so much more so 
than the year before, which gave only one marriage for every 367 
persons. 

The nativity of 1,578 men who were married was given, 737 not 
being reported. This shows one marriage among 203 American per- 
sons, and one among 170 foreigners. The greater proportionate 
number of marriages among foreigners will account, in part, for the 
greater number of children born among them. iJut it will not do 
so wholly, since the difference of the ratios of the children born is 
very much greater than the difference of the ratios of marriages. 

Of the 2,315 men married the ages of 1870 were given, 445 not 
being reported. Of those given 55 were under twenty years of 
age, 766 were between twenty and twenty -five, 499 were between 
twenty-five and thirty, 196 between thirty and thirty-five, 105 
between thirty-five and forty, and the remainder 249 were over 
forty. 

Of the 2,315 women married the ages of 1849 were given, 466 
not being reported. Of those given 604 were under twenty years 
of age, 733 were between twenty and twenty-five, 246 were between 
twenty-five and thirty, and the remainder 256 were over thirty. 

Eighteen men and three women were over seventy years of age. 

The previous condition of the parties was stated in 1630 instances, 
685 not being reported. In many cases, a number for the mar- 
riage was written against the name of one of the parties, the other 
being blank, usually this probably meant that it was the first or 
second marriage of both, but as this report is to be a faithful abstract 
of only what is actually reported, such cases are included among 
the unknown. 

Of those in which the condition was reported 1,249 were instances 
of the first marriage of both parties, 50 were of men married for 
the first time to women who had before been married, 215 were of 
men who had been married before to women who were then married 
for the first time. In 116 instances both of the parties had been 
married before. 

By table III, page 24, it appears that the greatest number of 
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marriages occurred in December, as was also the case in 1857. 
The least number took place in June. 

Dividing the year into three periods, the marriages were in 

January, February, March, April, ... r 730 

May, June. July, August, 602 

September, October, November, December 957 

This shows more than three marriages in the Autumn for every 
two in the Summer. In other communities also an increase in mar- 
riages is found in the Autumn, although in cities the increase is not 
as great. 

DEATHS. 

The whole number of deaths reported for 1858 is 3^728, includ- 
ing l47 stillborn. This is 216 more than the number returned for 
1857. It is about one death among every 84 persons, according to 
the population, as given by the census of 1850. If we suppose the 
population to have increased, as before estimated, viz : to 328,000, 
it would give for the mortality, one in 88 persons, or 1.14 per cent. 
But the most salubrious localities show one death among 66 persons, 
or 1.5 per cent. If only two-thirds of the actual number of deaths 
were recorded, the mortality would be 1.7 per cent, or one death in 
58 persons, quite an uncommon degree of healthfulness for any 
State. 

Age, — Excluding the stillborn, and 93 persons whose ages wero 
not reported, there were 3,488 deaths of those whose ages were 
given. Of these considerably more than one in seven were of chil- 
dren under one year old, and nearly one quarter were under three 
years of age. 

The percentages of deaths at diJFerent ages to all the deaths, and 
of the living at those ages to the whole population, were as fol- 
lows : —

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Under one and over seventy the ratio of deaths is more than 
seven times that of the living, -while between fifteen and fifty it is 
but little more than half. At the extremes of life the feeble vital 
energies are not adequate to protect the body from the various nox- 
ious influences surrounding it. 

Average Age, — The deaths of children have been more fully 
reported than last year, although undoubtedly, many more chil- 
dren than adults have been omitted, eo that the average age, as 
given by the returns is still very much too great. It ranges, in the 
different Counties, from 18.89 to 45.6 years. That for the whole 
State is 36.57, which is a little less than that given for 1857. 

No person is reported to have died during the year in this State at 
the age of 100 years or over. Twelve were returned over 95. The 
oldest persons were —

Sex. — Of the 3,581 deaths reported, 1667 were of males, and 
1,901 were of females, an excess of 234 females. The sex was 
not recorded in thirteen instances. 

When the relative male and female population is taken into the 
account, this difference against females is found to be very great, as 
shown in the first report. The deaths among males were only one in 
96, or 1.04 per cent., while for females, it was one in every 81, or 
1,23 per cent. 

The mortality of the sexes varies at different ages. The deaths

Among children boys possess the least amount of vital stamina, 
and this is still more forcibly shown when the stillborn children are 
taken into the account. There were 1,117 boys dying for every 
1,000 girls. But during the period of the development of woman- 
hood, and through the procreative and climacteric periods, females 
seem to be by far the weaker sex. In old age there appears to be 
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but little difference in the vital powers of the sexes, since this year 
the balance is slightly against the females, while last year it was 
very slightly against the males. As remarked in the first report, 
in middle life females are everywhere subject to greater liability 
to disease and death than males. But in this State this liabil- 
ity compared with that of males at the same age, is very wonder- 
fnlly increased, particularly during the period of the development 
of womanhood. It completely over-balances the excess of male 
mortality at the extremes of life, producing an absolute excess of 
female mortality in this State, notwithstanding the excess of male 
population. There is scarcely another State or country in the 
world where the male mortality docs not preponderate. What 
causes are m operation in this State to jjroduce this compara- 
tively large female mortality 7 

Season. — The months in which the deaths took place were given 
in 3,533 instances. The greatest number of deaths occurred during 
the first quarter, the least during tlie last quarter. In the previous 
year the greatest number was found in the last quarter, the least in 
the first. Combining the two years we see that the greatest mor- 
tality took place during the middle six months, including the winter 
1857-8, nearly one- third of the deaths having occurred in that 
quarter of the time. That winter was not, perhaps, particularly 
unhealthy, but simply more so than the other parts of the two 
years.

March appears to have been the most fatal month, and Novem-

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ber the least so. In Massachusetts August is usually the most 
destructive, and June the least so. In England the greatest 
number of deaths occur in winter, the least in summer. 



CAUSES OF DEATH. 

This part of the returns can never be what it should be, until by 
some means physicians can be induced to assist in the work. Every 
medical man would rejoice to see the statistics, in regard to the 
causes of death, so accurately made that ho o«uld rely upon their 
truthfulness. Section seven of the statute concerninr^ registration 
makes it the duty of every physician to certify the cause of every 
death occurring in his practice. Yet it is evident from the returns 
that very few medical men have paid any attention to this matter. 
At best and with full certificates from educated physicians we cannot 
rely implicitely upon all the facts returned. Our records are per- 
haps as perfect as those who arc not conversant with medical science 
can make them. Upon inspection of the returns an obvious im- 
provement is perceptible in those of the second year. 

Imperfect as they must be acknowledged to be, they are still of 
very great value, and will become more so from year to year. 

The causes of death were given in 3,484 cases. Of these the 
causes were —

Class I. It will be seen that Zymotic diseases prevailed some- 
what more fatally than in 1857, the per cent, for that year being 
only 19.26. 

In this class Scarlctina was the most destructive, carrying off 
275 persons, and comprising 7.89 per cent, of the deaths from speci- 
fied causes. It prevailed the most severely during the first half of 
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the year. Every county, except Essex, was visited by it. Grand 
Isle suffered proportionately the most, more than one-third of the 
deaths from specified causes in that county being from this disease. 
Sixty-five per cent, 174 cases, were of children under five years of 
age, and twenty-four per cent, were between five and ten, making 
89 per cent, under ten. This year more adults had this disease than 
during the previous year, only seven per cent, of the cases in 1857 
being over ten, while in 1858 eleven per cent, were above that age. 

Typhus Fever did not carry off as many during 1858 as during 
the previous year. One hundred and fifty -four deaths were returned 
from this cause, including typhoid fever, &c. This is 4.42 per cent, 
of the deaths from specified causes, against 5.19 per cent, for 1857. 
As shown last year the deaths occurred more frequently in the 
Autumn and among those between the ages of fifteen and thirty. 
More males than females suffered from fevers, the ratio being about 
four males to three females. 

Dysentery prevailed to about the same extent as during the year 
before. There were 97 deaths reported fix)m this cause, being 2.78 
per cent, of the deaths from specified causes. Windham County 
suffered most, nearly one-third of the deaths from this disease occur- 
ring in that County. In Essex and Lamoille Counties no deaths 
were reported. Two-thirds of the cases were under five years of 
age. Of the remainder one-half were over sixty years of age. 
Three-quarters of the deaths occurred in the months of August and 
September. All the others were in June, July, October and Novem- 
ber. In the latter month only one case was reported. Among 
children the mortality was greatest among boys. At other ages 
females suffered most. 

Cholera Morbus and Cholera Infantum i^qtq not very destruc- 
tive. There were 13 cases of the former, and 19 of the latter, the 
two comprising .91 per cent, of the deaths. During the previous 
year 20 cases were reported from these diseases, .61 per cent. 

Croup was less prevalent than in 1857. Only 54 cases were 
reported, being 1.55 per cent, against 2.24 per cent, for the year 
before. 
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Class II. Constitutional Diseases bore a somewhat less pro- 
portion than in 1857. The percentage for 1858 being 27.35, that 
for 1857 31.97 per cent. 

Dropsy was the most fatal disease in the first order of this class. 
There were reported 93 cases, 2.67 per cent. The ratio of the 
sexes was — a little more than three males to five females ; the ratio 
for the two years combined being about three males to four females. 

Cancer was reported to be the cause of 66 deaths. The ratio of 
the sexes is about two males to three females for the two years. 
Only one death of a person under thirty years of age was reported. 
Four were between thirty and forty. 

Consumption^ in the second order of this class, shows itself the 
most destructive of any disease. The returns give this as the cause 
of 738 deaths, 21.18 per cent, being less than the previous year 
which was 24.11 per cent. This difference is probably owing to 
greater accuracy in the returns, which makes it correspond more 
nearly with the Massachusetts and other reports. Season seems to 
have little influence in this disease, although March, this year as 
last, was somewhat the most fatal month. This year the prepond- 
erance of deaths among females was not quite as excessive as during 
the previous year. The disparity is, however, still So great as to 
lead to the suspicion that it must, in some measure, be due to errors 
in the returns. Three times as many females as males are returned 
as dying from this disease between the ages of fifteen and thirty. 

Class III. Local Diseases preponderate in the returns for this 
year, 1,013 deaths were reported in this class, 29.07 per cent. 

Pneumonia was the most fatal in this class, sweeping ofi* nearly 
one-quarter as many as consumption. The number of deaths from 
this cause was 169, being 4.85 per cent. This disease prevailed 
most in the winter, the greatest number of deaths occurring in 
March. Unlike consumption, which seeks its victims from those in 
the periods of development and early adult life, pneumonia sweeps 
off those at the two extremes of life. About one-third of the 
deaths were of children under five years of age. After this age 
very few fall with this disease until over forty years of age. 
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Among diseases of the nervous system Apoplexy and Cephalitis 
were most fatal. The former, a disease of the aged, carried off 49 
persons, 1.42 per cent. The latter*, mainly a disease of childhood, 
swept away 63 persons, 1.80 per cent. 

Class IV. Developmental Diseases, including those dying in 
very early infancy, from want of suflScient vital stamina, classed as 
infantile, and the stillborn, together with those dying of old age, 
claimed 570 victims, 16.36 per cent, of the deaths from specified 
causes. 

A less number were reported as dying of old age during the year 
1858 than during 1857. This is undoubtedly owing to greater 
accuracy in the returns. The number was 232, being 6.66 per 
cent, against 9.49 per cent, of the previous year. 

Class V. Among the Violent causes of death there were a less 
number of accidents, but a greater number of suicides. 

Two cases of murder and one of supposed murder were reported. 
The two cases of murder were both young men shot down while at 
work in the field, by a man. now in the State Prison claimed to b« 
insane.

CLASSIFICATION OF DISEASES. 

The following classification of the Causes of Death has been 

adopted for the Vermont Registration Reports, in order that they 

may conform as nearly as possible with those of other countries, 

thereby securing to them much greater value for the comparison of 

facts both at home and abroad. The statistical nosology is that 

recommended by William Farr, Esq., M. D., of England, with the 

sanction and approval of the most eminent medical men of Europe, 

and which has been adopted in Massachusetts, and will probably be 

used by many other States, as well as upon the entire European 

continent.

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NOMENCLATURE OF DISEASES. 



In the series of instructions issued to the clerks were several rules 
to be observed in registering the causes of death. But difficulty 
seems still to be found in applying them, apparently from want of 
sufficient familiarity with the names of diseases. It is evident that 
frequently the same disease is recorded under different names in dif- 
ferent towns, and even sometimes in the same town. Uniformity is 
essential to accuracy. 

The following alphabetical list of causes of death contains those 
names which it is desirable should be used, and comprehends all 
that are ordinarily necessary in filling out the records. When sev- 
eral are given which are synonymous the one in italics is consid- 
ered preferable. The letters appended to each disease show the 
class to which it belongs in the preceding classification, the figures 
indicate the order. 

In some cases more particularity might be necessary and could 
easily be given. In such instances it would be well for the persons 
who keep records to enter more at large the causes of death and any 
extraordinary circumstances attending them. With the local causes 
there should be given the special part affected ; and with the others 
there should be also given some positive characteristic by which the 
disease could be easily classed. No clerk or register should con- 
sider any cause of death recorded satisfactorily that he cannot easily 
and without doubt classify.

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LAWS OF THIS STATE RELATING TO THE REGISTRY 
AND RETURNS OP BIRTHS, MARRIAGES, AND 
DEATHS. 



AN ACT 

Relating to the Registry and Returns of Births^ Marriages 

and Deaths. 

Sec. 1. The clerks of the several towns in this State shall an- 
nually, in the month of June, transmit to the Secretary of the 
State a certified copy of their record of births, marriages, and deaths, 
which have occurred in their respective towns during the year next 
preceding the first day of January. The births shall be numbered 
and recorded in the order in which they are received by the clerk. 
The record of births shall state in separate columns the date of the 
birth, the name of the child, (if it have any,) the sex of the child, 
the place of birth, name and surname of one or both the parents, 
residence of the parents, occupation of the father, and the time 
when the record was made. The marriages shall be numbered and 
recorded in the order in which they are received by the clerk. Tlie 
record of marriages shall state in separate columns the date and 
place of marriage, the names aijd surnames of groom and bride, the 
residence of each at time of marriage, the age of each, occupation 
of the man, and time when the record was made. The deaths shall 
be numbered and recorded in the order in which they are received 
by the clerk. The record of deaths shall state in separate columns 
the date of the death^ the name and surname of the deceased, tlie 
sex, condition, (whether married or single,) age in years, montlis 
and days, the place of death, the disease or apparent cause of death, 
the occupation if a male over fifteen years of age, the place of birth, 
the name of the parents, and time when the record was made. 

Sec. 2. The clerks in the several school districts in each town 

ehall annually in the month of February ascertain from actual 

inquiry or otherwise all the births and deaths which have happenevl

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in their respective districts during the year next preceding the first 
day of said month, together with such facts concerning said births 
and deaths as are required by the first section of this act, and shall 
make an accurate return thereof to the clerk of the town in which 
such school district is situated, on or before the first day of March, 
and said district clerk or other person or persons authorized to per- 
form his duties and make such returns, shall be entitle to receive 
from the treasury of such town five cents for each and every birth 
and death so returned. And every person aforesaid, who shall 
neglect or refuse to make the returns required by this section, shall 
bo liable to a fine of not less than three dollars for each neglect or 
refusal. 

Sec. 3. Every justice of the peace or minister shall make a 
record of each marriage solemnized before him, together with all 
the facts relating to marriages, required by the first section of this 
act, and such justice or minister shall annually, in the month of Feb- 
ruary, or from time to time, return a copy of the record for the 
year next preceding the first day of said month, to the clerk of the 
town in which the marriage was solemnized, and every person afore- 
said, who shall neglect or refuse to make the returns required bv 
this section, shall be liable to a fine of not less than ten dollars for 
each neglect or refusal. 

Sec. 4. The clerk of each town shall be entitled to receive from 
the treasury of the town five cents for recording each birth, death 
and marriage, provided said clerk shall comply with the provisions 
of this act in all respects. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the clerks of the several towns 
to make such distribution of the blank forms of returns, as shall be 
designated by the Secretary of State. 

Sec. 6. The Secretary of State shall prepare and furnish to 
the clerks of the several towns in this State, blank forms of suitable 
quality and size, to be used as books of records, according to the 
provisions of this act, and also blank forms of returns, as herein 
before specified, and shall accompany the same with such instruc- 
tions and explanations as may be necessary and useful. 
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Sec. 7. Every physician ivho shall attend any deceaseii person 
shall leave with the town clerk a certificate containing the name of 
the disease or cause, (if known,) of the said death, within fifteen 
days after the interment of the deceased. Any such medical at- 
tendant who shall neglect or refuse to give the certificate required 
by this section, shall, for such oflence, pay a fine of three dollars 
for the use of the town where such offence shall be committed. 

Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the secretary of state to receive 
the returns made in pursuance of the first section of this act, and 
with such assistance as may be voluntarily rendered by any author- 
ized committee appointed by the Vermont medical society for that 
purpose, prepare therefrom such tabular results as will render them 
of practical utility, and make a report thereof annually to the leg- 
islature, and generally shall do whatever may be required to carry 
into effect the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 9. All acts or sections of acts inconsistent with the provi- 
sions of this act are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

In amendment of an act entitled^ An act relatiiig to the Regis- 
try and Returns of Births. Marriages and Deaths^ passed 
November^ 1856. 

Sec. 1. Section two of an act entitled '*an act relating to the 
registry and returns of births, marriages and deaths," approved 
November 17. A. D. 1856, is so amended as to read as follows : 

The clerks in the several school districts in each town, shall an- 
nually in the month of February, ascertain from actual inquiry or 
otherwise, all the births and deaths, which have happened in their 
respective districts during the year next preceding the first day of 
January, together with such facts concerning said births and deaths, 
as are required by the first section of this act ; and shall make an 
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accurate return thereof to the clerk of the town in which such dis- 
trict is situated, on or before the first day of March ; and the said 
district clerk or other person or persons authorized to perform his 
duties and make such returns, shall be entitled to receive from the 
treasury of such town five cents for each and every birth and death 
so returned : and every person aforesaid, who shall neglect or refuse 
to make the returns required by this section, shall be liable to a fine 
of not less than three doUara for each neglect or refusal. 

Sec. 2. Section three of said act is so amended as to read as 
follows : 

Every justice of the peace, or minister, shall make a record of 
each marriage solemnized before him, together with all the fact* 
relating to marriages required by the first section of this act, and 
such justice or minister shall annually, in the month of February, 
or from time to time, return a copy of the record for the year pre- 
ceding the first day of January to the clerk of the town in which 
the marriage was solemnized, and every person as aforesaid who 
shall neglect or refuse to make the returns required by this section, 
shall be liable to a fine of not less than ten dollars for each neglect 
or refusal.
